Lockout Exists Following

It is understood that the union at 
Calgary has tentatively accepted 
the reduction in the wage scale. 

Mayor D. K. Knott stated that as; 
far as the city was concerned, no 
reduction in wages for this type of 
work had been made. 


Negotiations between’ master 
plumbers and the union in connec- | 
tion with wage reductions have 
failed here, and as a result about 60 
men are affected by the “lockout.” 

Master plumbers have offered $1 
per hour for an 8-hour day under 
a new agreement, the former agree- 
ment having expired on April 30. 
They maintain that this wage 
schedule was brought into effect in 
Winnipeg and accepted and that 
western cities should have a uni- 
form scale. 

Union men, who have been paid 
$1.20 per hour, are willing to 
accept a 10 per cent reduction, or 
$1.08 per hour. They are opposed 
to the flat rate of $1. 

Members of the union were 
notified by representatives of the 
master plumbers last week that the 
new scale of pay would be put into 
effect on Monday, May 9 The 
“lockout” resulted when the men 
failed to turn out for work. 

J. Clark, chairman of the agree- 
ment committee of the union, stated 
that negotiations would be re- 
opened when necessary, and that at 
present there was little work to be | 

one. 

Such a drastic cut in pay would 
be opposed, declared S. Bowcott, 
president of the plumbers’ union. 

A similar reduccion in pay is pro- 
posed at Calgary, and the local un- 
ion is watching the situation in the 
southern city.

Pupils Fails To 
Make Impression 


At the request of Trustee Mrs. 
D. W. Ferris, Superintendent G. A. 
McKee, of the Edmonton public 


schools, presented a report at the| hostilities. According to police re- 


board meeting Tuesday night as to 
the segregation of boys and girls 
in classes. 

He stated that this is occasionally 
done in the high scpools but not in 
the public schools except where 
basement rooms have to be used. 

Reporting on the general princi- 
ples underlying the problem, Mr. 
McKee stated: 

“Many arguments have been ad- 
vanced for and against such segre- 
gation. The arguments in favor 
have had considerable success in 
England but in Canada and the/ 
United States they have not made 
the same impression. 

“The position which I have taken 
in the matter is that I am not op- 
posed to the segregation of the 
sexes in high schools providing that 
it can be done properly and that the 
schools can be made distinctively 
boys’ and girls’ schools. That is 
that the ground on which I would 
support separate high schools for 
boys and girls is on that of the 
difference in their educational ob- 
jectives and the resultant difference 


‘in procedures in arriving at those 


objectives—not on moral grounds. 

“But, in general, my inclination 
runs in the direction of co-educa- | 
tion. I can never divorce education 
from life. It is a vital part of a 
boy’s and girl's education to grow 
up with each other, to learn how to 
associate with each other properly 
and to benefit from the contribution 
which each sex makes in relation 
to character building. 

“We can only acquire these 
proper habits and attitudes by doing 
them and that cannot be done if the 
occasion for doing them is removed. 
I think that our schools are about 
the safest places in which boys and 
girls can be in these days and that 
the atmosphere there is most whole- 
some.”

It should not be necessary for the Govern- 
ment of Alberta, or any other government in 
Canada, to issue an appeal to the public to 
help preserve our forest areas. 


But apparently that is needed. Hon. R. G. | 


Reid has made such an appeal to the people of 
Alberta. One paragraph states that the disas- 
trous forest fire record of last year was in large 
sueasure due to the carelessness of individuais 
in starting fires without regard to forest 
destruction—and with equal disregard to the 
danger of destroying lives and private property. 

For years federal and provincial ministers 
have been addressing similar admonitions to 
the public to refrain from burning up national 
assets. The results do not show that the advice 
has been heeded as widely as it should have 
been. Perhaps a little more vigorous enforce- 
ment ot the law would make the appeals more 


effective. 


WHEN CAPITAL IS FRIGHTENED 


There is nothing surprising and nothing 
alarming in the fact that the city’s land de- 
partment is doing less business than it was a 
year ago. 

Real estate is a drug on the market, not 
only in Edmonton, but in every other city. That 
condition will continue until the desire to build 
revives. And that desire can only revive when 
building loans become again available. 

It all works back to a lack of confidence. 
Capital is proverbially timid. It has been 
frightened by the occurrences of the last 
couple of years out of the usual channels of 
investment. People with money today put it in 
banks or invest it in government bonds. They 
will not invest it in buildings, nor lend it for 
building purposes. 

The standing and the prospects of a city 
are in no way called in question because build- 
ing is inactive and real estate not in demand. 
Edmonton is solidly based on the productive 
resources of one of the most fertile farming 
areas in Canada, and on the trade of the great 
north country. Neither its stability nor its 
future is in doubt. 

For the time being this city and all others 
are suffering from a common ailment; lost 
faith in the reproductive power of money. 
Once that faith returns, money will-be avail- 
able for building purposes, and city lots will 
rise in value. 

4 ITALY AND CANADA 

Premier Mussolini, in an article contributed 
to the press, says in Italy “We do not find work 
for our unemployed just for the sake of finding 
work. We provide them with employment that 
capital may be properly exploited and able to 
give adequate returns over a reasonable period 
of time.” 

That is to say, Italy employs idle men in 
doing work of a reproductive kind. The men 
thus engaged have the satisfaction of knowing 
that their time is not being frittered away. 
The taxpayers have the knowledge that their 
money is not being wasted. Both get value for 
what they put into the relief effort, and the 
country is the better off for the outlay of 
money and labor. 

If Italy is able to meet the unemployment 
difficulty in that way it is to be congratulated. 
One inference is that its finances must be in 
order, and money obtainable by the Govern- 
ment in the required amounts on’terms which 
make its investment in constructive under- 
takings financially sound. For which credit 
must be given to the man who has directed the 
affairs of the country for the last decade. 

Canadians will be tempted to wish that 
their somewhat dictatorial Premier had some 
of Mussolini's other qualities also. If Italy can 
find money to carry on constructive projects 
in keeping with the unemployed fraction of its 
population, Canada should be able to do so, 
And {f in an old and well developed country 
there are opportunities to turn the labor of 
idie men to profitable account, there are more 
mumerous opportunities in this young and 

. undeveloped Dominion. 


A NATIONAL RADIO POLICY 

The perliamentary committee that has 
been investigating the subject recommends 
that radio broadcasting be made a national 
service in Canada. 

In the main, though not in complete detail, 
the proposals of the committee are in line with 
those made by the Aird commission two years 
ago. The major recommendations are: 

That a commission be appointed to regulate 
and control all broadcasting in Canada, in- 
cluding programs and advertising; 

That a nationally-owned string of powerful 
stations be established across the Dominion, 
with less powerful stations at intervals, thus 
providing that Canadian programs can be 
_ beard by listeners in every part of the country, 
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these government-owned stations to be oper- 
ated by the commission. 

It is suggested that privately-owned stations 
of limited range be allowed, to be operated of 
course under supervision of the commission; 
that the radio service be made self-sustaining; 
that all the money derived from license fees 
and advertising be spent in extending and 
bettering the service; and that advertising be 
restricted to not more than five per cent of a 
program period. 

These recommendations lay the basis for a 
new and permanent national policy in regard 
to the use of the radio. If they are accepted 
by parliament the point will be decided that 
broadcasting is to be carried on as a public 
service provided by the public authority. While 
private stations are allowable, the nation-wide 
string of Government stations is the important 
part of the scheme, and the over-ruling com- 
mission will be a guarantee of effective public 
control over programs from both publicly and 
privately-owned stations. 

The finding of the committee is a vindica- 
tion of the claim that the listener is the party 
who holds the major interest in broadcasting. 
Under the plan proposed, what the listencrs 
want, not what somebody chooses to give them 
or finds it profitable to'give them, will deter- 
mine what is to be put on the air from 
Canadian stations. 


Forty Years Ago 


From the Files of the Edmonton Batletia 


Toronto—said to be a shortened form of the 
original Toryonto—has returned a supported of 
the Mowat Government, giving him a clear major- 
ity on a clear vote. When Toronto elects a Liberal, 
Mowat can afford to say: “Now let thy servant de- 
part in peace.” 

The trustees of the Roman Catholic separate 
schools in Winnipeg sued the city to compel the 
collection and handing over to them of the taxes 
due by Roman Catholics to the separate schools. 
Judge Killam held that under the supreme court 
decision the city had no right to tax Roman 
Catholics for school purposes. 

The auction sale of C.P.R. lands in the Edmon- 
ton district, held Tuesday afternoon and evening 
in Field’s hal!, was well attended, though the num- 
ber of eastern buyers was not as large as expected. 
The land put up included the odd sections in all 
the townships around Edmonton. Most of the land 
within 5 miles of the station went between $4 and 
$5 an acre, but some choice pieces went at $5.50 and 
$5.60, the latter being the highest price realized. In 
all 11,200 acres were sold, at an average price of 
about $4 an acre. The lowest price was $3.10, and 
the highest $5.60. 

The Soo road will join the main line of the 
C.P.R. between Regina and Moose Jaw and will be 
running this fall. 


THIRTY YEARS AGO 

Trenton, NJ.—The Great Northern of Canada 
Consolidated Company, with a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000 was incorporated teday to operate railroads 
in the north-west. The new company is backed by 
James J. Hill, and the Northern Pacific and Canad- 
ian Pacific railroads. The specific purpose is to con- 
struct a railway from Duluth to Dawson City. 

After long negotiations the Territorial Govern- 
ment has arranged with the C.P_R. that fire guards 
are to be plowed along the main and branch lines 
of the company, 


TWENTY YEARS AGO 

New Orleans—Four thousand refugees from the 
Mississippi floods are being cared for at Baton 
Rouge, while hundreds of men are working day 
and night to repair the damaged levees. 

Winnipeg—Word has reached here that Frank 
Mariaggi, a former well known resident of Ed- 
monton in the early days, who made a fortune in 
Edmonton and Winnipeg real estate, and who re- 
moved to Corsica six years ago after 30 years’ 
residence in western Canada, has been selected a 
member of the French Chamber of Deputies for 
Corsica.

only men who took advantage of their oppor- 
tunities to do good. 

Mr. E. R. Decary, of Montreal, who becgme 8 
director of the Canadian National Railways, want- 
ed to do good to someone. He heard of a Pinc 
Avenue mansion that was for sale. The owner 
wanted $175,000 for the mansion and another $10,- 
000 for the furniture. 

Mr. Decary was wishful to see Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton settled in a rich home. Sir Henry says he 
never wanted to go to the Pine Avenue residence— 
had no need of it, in fact. But in his desire to do 
good, Mr. Decary insisted on his fellow directors 
leasing the residence for Sir Henry whether he 
needed it or not. 

He borrowed the necessary $185,000 from a trust 
compeny at 6% per cent and put through a lease 
at 813 per cent to take care of the amortization of 
the principal, and there you are. 

Sir Henry gets the use of the mansion and at 
the end of ten years Mr. Decary owns the place 
without cost to himself.

Mr. Decary put the deal through in the name of one 
of his clerks. He did good to Sir Henry and he did 
good to himself.

Health and Diet Advice 
By DR. FRANK McCOY 
THE SECOND FRUIT DAY 
This is the second day of the fruit diet for those 
who started the Spring Tonic Diet Course yesterday. 
Whether you are using oranges, tomatoes, grape- 
fruit or apples, your system has begun to eliminate 
a Jarge amount of accumulated toxins from years 
past, principally through the kidneys and boweh, 
but also to some extent through the liver, skin, and 
lungs. Those who are de- 
wish to remain on the fruit 
Giet a few days longer, but 


those who are simply taking 
this diet for the tonic effect 
should continue with the 
fruit they selected the re- 


in the morning and evening. 
It is also well to use deep 
breathing exercises several 
times a day whenever you 
think of it in order to assist 
the body in absorbing more 
oxygen and eliminating 
carbon dioxide gas. 

Tomorrow will be the 
third dey of the Spring 
Tonic Diet Course. You 
were to use only fruit yes- 
day and today in order to speed the elimination 
through the kidneys, but tomorrow in order to pro- 
vide plenty of bulk to speed intestinal climination 
I am going to suggest that you change to a non- 
starchy vegetable diet. The idea of using veget- 
ables for breakfast may seem a little bit strange to 
you, but you can use these non-starchy vegetables 
and still continue with the elimination of toxins 
from your system. You could not do this to the 
same extent if you used ordinary meals. 

Three times a day use as much as you care to of 
one or more of the raw salad vegetables and one 
or more cooked non-starchy vegetables. From the 
following list choose your raw salad vegetables: 
Celery, spinach, asparagus, cucumbers, parsley, to- 
matoes, small beets, small carrots, small parsnips, 
small turnips, lettuce, oyster plant, mallow and en- 
dive. If you are not overweight, you may also add 
allig2tor pears or avocados and ripe olives. From 
the following list select the cooked non-starchy 
vegetables: Celery, spinach, small string beans, as- 
paragus, summer squash, egg plant, oyster plant, 
beet tops, cucumbers, turnip tops, small beets, small 
carrots, small parsnips, small turnips, mallow, 
pumpkin, lettuce, okra, chayotes, kale and zucchini. 

As an example of a meal from these vegetables, 
the following could be used: Small grated carrots, 
chopped celery and tomato salad; cooked small 
beets, asparagus and egg plant. It is all right to use 
a little butter, cream and salt for seasoning the 
vegetables. The salads are better without dressing 
except a small amount of oil or cream. Those who 
‘are overweight should not use much butter, oil or 
cream. 

If you are employed while taking this course and 
find it necessary to carry your lunch, you will find 
that one of the wide-mouthed thermos bottles will 
keep the cooked vegetables warm. Raw vegetables 
may be wrapped while moist in oiled paper or 
packed in a glass container. 

Make three meals a day of these vegetables, not 
using fruits, bread, meat, beverages or other foods 
during this time. It is a good plan to drink an 
average of a glass of water every half hour during 
the day. Use plenty of these vegetables; actually 
stuff yourself. This will provide plenty of bulky 
materials for your intestines and at the same time 
satisfy your hunger. Continue with the enemas and 
sponge baths morning and evening.

WHEN ARE YOU MORE 
SUGGESTIBLE? 


This is an interesting question. 
To answer it, Prof. Hollingsworth 


selected a measurable example. 
There is a standardized form on 
the “lead and feather” illusion. 
You take a large block of light 
wood weighing 
about two oun- 
ces; that is the fy 
feathers, Next 
you prepare a 
series of small 
blocks all the iq 
same size but of 
graded weight 
from about half 
an ounce to 
three ounces. 
That is the lead; 
for you weigh 
each block with ‘enough lead to 
give it the desired weight. Take 
the large block in one hand and 
select from the series of small 
ones, the one that seems equal to 
it. If you select the lightest of 
small blocks, weighing only half 
an ounce, your error would be 
huge, four to one; if you selected 
the heaviest it would be slight, 
four to three. On the average 
you will select a weight less than 
half as heavy as the big block! 
You go by appearance; and as the 
weights are light, your muscles 
and rkin don't correct the im- 
pression.. Strangely enough, if 
you keep on making the com- 
Pperison day after day, the error 
gets somewhat larger. Also each 
subject has his own degree of 
error. Though all select blocks 
much too light, the worst judge—- 
one most subject to the illustra- 
tion—may select a block only 
half as heavy as the best judge. 

All this is preliminary. Then 
all these subjects were given the 
test five times each day at inter- 
vals from 8 o'clock in the morn- 
ing until 6 in the evening, to see 
whether they were more suggest- 
ible in the evening.

COST OF POWER 
Editor, Bulletin:— 

The question of unemployment 
might and could be helped if 
some thought were given to a few 
of the existing conditions in our

As for example, take our Elec- 
trical generating utility, better 
known as the Power Plant: I 
am sure very few of our citizens 
realize the true conditions that 
are existing in that one respect.

In 1929 the City of Edmonton

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we are more suggestible at eve- 
ning, when we are less wide- 
awake and more sleepy. The 
principle holds, although this ex- 
periment is not exactly the kind 
of suggestion that is likely to 
show it best. The only advantage 
of it is that it is measurable. 

When tired, when relaxed, 
when off duty, when on pleasure 
bent, when less alert, we are 
more suggestible. We yield our 
individuality and are open to the 
appeal of another. Prof. Hollings- 
worth might go to some of those 
open-air shops where lusty men 
gather a crowd and sell them 
health tracts or remedies or read 
their fortunes or sell things at 
auction and observe how much 
better business is toward the end 
of the day. That is not the only 
factor involved; the mood and the 
crowd and much else enters. Per- 
haps even life insurance is easier 
to sell later in the day; or the 
advertising in the afternocn 
paper may persuade better than 
in the morning paper. The idea 
has possibilities and the principle 
is used. In daylight you see 
things too clearly; evening low 
light adds suggestibility. When 
you feel that you may be yielding 
te a suggestion you sleep on it 
and see how thé proposition looks 
in the morning. Do lovers ever 
propose in the morning, or do 
they await the more suggestible 
hours? 

Suggestibility is a good example 
of the complexities of a psychol- 
ogical problem; it has so many, 
many factors. Whether you can- 
vass or advertise, sell or make 
converts to a cause, you enter 
the maze of persuasion. What 
you present, how you do it, who 
you are, how you appear, whom 
you are trying to persuade, what 
you want to “sell” them; the set- 
ting, the time of day, and the 
mood and fatigue and novelty, 
all go into the final transaction 
or collection or signing on the 
dotted line. The time of day is 
just one feature in the composite

He 
is fireman and assistant engineer 
in one of Manhattan's skyscraper 
hotels. In the ruddy glew from 
the fire-box he looks ike s mus- 
cular wrestler. 

But he isn't. He is Paul De Bruyn, 
winner of the Boston marathon, 
sure to be a prominent competitor 
in the coming Olympics where he 
hopes to overcome the great Finn, 
Paavo Nurmi. 


LIKES ATHLETICS 

Since he packed up his other shirt 
and came to America from the 
little province of Oldenburg, on 
the North Sea, only two years ago, 
he has worked and trained because 
he likes athletics. Laboring in a 
basement hasn't stopped him. 

He used to live in the Bronx 
and run to work. But there 
weren't enough hills on that 
reute, so he moved to 4th siveet 
mear Fifth avenue. 

Now every morning at 5 am.— 
when the Broadway night life 
crowd is coming home—he pulls on 
an old pair of pants and a shirt, 
runs up the “biggest hill in New 
York” to Fifth avenue, pounds 
through Central Park and arrives 
at the hotel ready to work. He 
travels the five miles in less than 
25 minutes. 


MORE EXERCISE 

To get more exercise during the 
day he runs up and down the 27 
flights of stairs to the roof, prac- 
tices gymuastics and, of course, 
works. Once in a while he wrestles 
for fun and he would like to play 
American football. 

He's a strong fellow, this 24-year- 
old German. He has been running 
only two years. In fact, he didn’t 
know he could run long distances 
until he entered for fun a Van 
Cortland Park race staged by the 
German-American A.C. He finished 
sixth, 

Unlike many distance runners, 
De Bruyn has pew erful, muscular 
arms and chest. 

“So soon as your arms get 
tired, you lose the race,” says 
Paul. 

His don't get tired. He goes to 
bed at 8 o'clock twice a week and 
on other nights he sometimes stays 
up to the “late” hour of 10 o'clock, 
He likes and drinks beer, but he 
smokes little—‘Just one cigar after 
I win the race,” 

He was eighth in the Boston 
marathon last year. But he holds 
five national records for various 
long races. 


LOTS OF TIME 

*“T am young,” he says. “I figure 
on the Olympics in 1936 in Berlin, 
for then I'll be at my prime. But 
now I must go to Los Angeles in 

June to train on a flat course and 
get used to the climate.” 

Because De Bruyn has only his 
first citizenship papers in this 
country, he must run for Germany 
in the coming Olympics, though he 
wants to run for the United States. 
James Knott, his employer, lets him 
take time off, but traveling is ex- 
pensive. 

“I have spent every nickel for 
the sport since I came to Amer- 
ica,” De Druyn declares. 

But he isn't sorry. It has been 
worth it, for he's a healthy, lusty 

young man who enjoys life to the
